Fight night 


Wednesday’s debate 
lands ball squarely 
in Romney’s court

When the first presidential debate begins this 
week, the onus is on Mitt Romney to do what 
he did at Bain Capital with struggling business- 
es— turn the race around. 

The trend lines on national polls and in key 
swing states are favoring President Obama, 
even as he faces some of the highest unemploy- 
ment numbers in 70 years. 

But so far Romney has failed to sell the no- 
tion that he is a better choice. 

Wednesday night’s debate before an audi- 
ence at the University of Denver and about 60 
million Americans watching on TV will be his 
best chance— and maybe one of his last— to 
shift the dynamics, strategists and experts say 

Now, it is Romney who must believe in hope 
and change. 

“They’ve squandered the summer, they 
squandered the convention, the ‘60 Minutes’ 
interview back-and-forth was awful. Now it’s 
the debate,” said John Weaver, a top political 
adviser to the presidential campaigns of John

McCain and Jon Huntsman. “They’re running 
out of opportunities.” 

“If he leaves Denver in the same position he 
is in today, he won’t have another opportunity 
to change that narrative,” Weaver said. 

David Gergen, a presidential adviser to four 
presidents, said on CNN that it’s “make or 
break time” for Romney “He needs a game- 
changer in the first debate. He has one good 
shot to change things, and that’s the debate.” 

It won’t be easy Several presidential scholars 
point out that very few debates have caused a 
dramatic shift in national races. 

The Republican candidate also is buffeted by 
contradictory advice: to put Obama on the de- 
fensive but appear empathetic; to be tough and 
affable; to come across presidential, but also re- 
lax and be himself 

“That’s a difficult series of requirements to 
navigate on a good day much less if you’re un- 
der tremendous pressure,” Weaver said.

The 
first debate will largely be about the 
economy, so show some feeling for those 
still hurting, while asking for patience and 
showing how his solutions are working. 


ROMNEY 

Do: Appear presidential. It’s his first 
time side-by-side with Obama, and he 
needs to look the role. 

Do: Convey some warmth and humor, 
the quickest way to get voters comfort- 
able with who he is, while also showing 
that he’s comfortable in his own skin. 

Do: Let voters know that he will fight 
for all of them and that his policies are 
about creating jobs and strengthening 
the economy for everyone. 

Don’t: Rely on zingers. They come 
across rehearsed and mean-spirited, 
when voters need to see sincerity and 
ability. 

Don’t: Be the attack dog, which rein- 
forces unlikable factors and chases 
away voters who once supported 
Obama and are now looking for a rea- 
son to trust Romney. 

Don’t: Make out-of -touch references, 
such as when he tried to bet Rick Perry 
$10,000 or mentioned that both of his 
wife’s cars were Cadillacs.

typically is made up of unpaid parking tickets 
and fines. The mayor told city department 
heads to make their employees pay their debt 
in full, get onto a payment plan or risk facing 
disciplinary action. 

In that time, CTA employees collectively 
have reduced their debt 28 percent from 
$ 642 , 000 . In October 2011 , nearly 2,000 em- 
ployees owed money to the city representing 
about 19 percent of the CTA’s workforce. 

Still, the CTA has the highest percentage 
of city employees or workers in sister agen- 
cies who haven’t paid their fines, according to 
city data. 

The Chicago Park District comes in sec- 
ond with 4.1 percent of its employees, about 
3,600 workers, owing $ 76 , 700 . 

Chicago Board of Education employees 
owe the most money— $ 748,000 among 
49,000 workers, about 3.6 percent of its 
workforce.

Divisive sociai issues 
on High Court docket 


The Supreme Court likely will wade into controversial social waters, getty images 


A day after the Supreme Court upheld 
the health care law, Chief Justice John 
Roberts joked that he would spend 
some time at “an impregnable island 
fortress” to escape the torrent of vit- 
riol and praise heaped on the bench. 

The nation now is focused on the 
presidential election, but attention 
likely will shift back to the court af- 
ter the November vote. A new term 
opened Monday and the nine jus- 
tices will address another potentially 
historic docket. Affirmative action, 
same-sex marriage, voting rights and 
abortion could be taken up. 

“The justices are moving from the 
frying pan right into the fire, having 
moved up with the big health care 
case,” said Thomas Goldstein, a lead- 
ing Washington lawyer and publisher 
of scotusblog.com. “They are tack- 
ling some of the most difficult legal 
questions of today Across the board, 
probably the biggest term in at least a 
decade.” 

A range of explosive issues will test 
Roberts’ leadership of a shaky 5-4 con- 
servative majority: 

» Affirmative action and whether 
universities may continue to use race 
as one factor in student admissions to 


maintain a diverse campus. 

» Same-sex marriage and the con- 
stitutional “equal protection” rights of 
gay and lesbian couples to wed. 

» Voting-rights challenges to rigor- 
ous federal oversight of state and local 
elections, and to voter-identification 
laws. 


» “Personhood” laws that say life 
begins at conception, a push by some 
states and anti-abortion opponents to 
perhaps revisit the Roe v Wade ruling. 

These issues and several other im- 
portant criminal, business and inter- 
national cases could change the socio- 
political landscape in coming years.

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To the Electors of the State of Illinois: 

The purpose of a state constitution is to establish a structure for government and laws. The Illinois Constitution provides citizens with rights and protections; creates the executive, judicial, and legislative branches of 
government; clarifies the powers given to local governments; limits the taxing power of the State; and imposes certain restrictions on the use of taxpayer dollars. There are three ways to initiate change to the Illinois 
Constitution: (1) a constitutional convention may propose changes to any part; (2) the General Assembly may propose changes to any part; or (3) the people of the State by referendum may propose changes to the Legislative 
Article. Regardless of the method of initiating change, the people of Illinois must approve any changes of the Constitution before they become effective. 

The proposed amendment adds Section 5.1 to the General Provisions Article of the Illinois Constitution. The new section would require a three-fifths majority vote to approve any pension or retirement benefit increase for 
public employees and officials. At the general election to be held on November 6, 2012, you will be called upon to decide whether the proposed amendment should become part of the Illinois Constitution. 

PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO ARTICLE XIII OF THE ILLINOIS CONSTITUTION 

Section 5.1 — Pension and Retirement Benefit Increases 

(a) No bill, except a bill for appropriations, that provides a benefit increase under any pension or retirement system of the State, any unit of local government or school district, or any agency or instrumentality thereof, shall 
become law without the concurrence of three-fifths of the members elected to each house of the General Assembly. If the Governor vetoes such a bill by returning it with objections to the house in which it originated, the 
provisions of Article IV, Section 9 shall govern the passage of that bill except that such bill shall not become law unless, upon its return, it is passed by a record vote of two-thirds of the members elected to each house 
of the General Assembly. If the Governor returns such a bill with specific recommendations for change to the house in which it originated, the provisions of Article IV, Section 9 shall govern the acceptance of those 
specific recommendations except that such recommendations may be accepted only by a record vote of two-thirds of the members elected to each house of the General Assembly, regardless of the bill’s date of passage 
or effective date. 


For purposes of this subsection, the term “benefit increase” means a change to any pension or other law that results in a member of a pension or retirement system receiving a new benefit or an enhancement to a benefit, 
including, but not limited to, any changes that (i) increase the amount of the pension or annuity that a member could receive upon retirement, or (ii) reduce or eliminate the eligibility requirements or other terms or 
conditions a member must meet to receive a pension or annuity upon retirement. The term “benefit increase” also means a change to any pension or other law that expands the class of persons who may become a 
member of any pension or retirement system or who may receive a pension or annuity from a pension or retirement system. An increase in salary or wage level, by itself, shall not constitute a “benefit increase” unless 
that increase exceeds limitations provided by law. 

(b) No ordinance, resolution, rule, or other action of the governing body, or an appointee or employee of the governing body, of any unit of local government or school district that provides an emolument increase to an 
official or employee that has the effect of increasing the amount of the pension or annuity that an official or employee could receive as a member of a pension or retirement system shall be valid without the concurrence 
of three-fifths of the members of that governing body. For purposes of this subsection, the term “emolument increase” means the creation of a new or enhancement of an existing advantage, profit or gain that an official 
or employee receives by virtue of holding office or employment, including, but not limited to, compensated time off, bonuses, incentives, or other forms of compensation. An increase in salary or wage level, by itself, 
shall not constitute an “emolument increase” unless that increase exceeds limitations provided by law. 

(c) No action of the governing body, or an appointee or employee of the governing body, of any pension or retirement system created or maintained for the benefit of officers or employees of the State, any unit of local 
government or school district, or any agency or instrumentality thereof that results in a beneficial determination shall be valid without the concurrence of three-fifths of the members of that governing body. For the 
purposes of this subsection, the term “beneficial determination” means an interpretation or application of pension or other law by the governing body, or an appointee or employee of the governing body, that reverses or 
supersedes a previous interpretation or application and either (i) results in an increase in the amount of the pension or annuity received by a member of the pension or retirement system or (ii) results in a person becoming 
eligible to receive a pension or annuity from the pension or retirement system. The term “beneficial determination” shall not include a beneficial determination mandated by a final decision of a court of competent 
jurisdiction. 

(d) Nothing in this Section shall prevent the passage or adoption of any law, ordinance, resolution, rule, policy, or practice that further restricts the ability to provide a “benefit increase”, “emolument increase”, or “beneficial 
determination” as those terms are used under this Section. 

EXPLANATION 

The proposed amendment adds a section to the Illinois Constitution requiring a three-fifths majority vote to approve any pension or retirement benefit increase for public employees and officials. 

The proposed amendment requires a three-fifths vote of each chamber of the General Assembly (the Senate and the House of Representatives) for a bill that provides a pension benefit increase, except for appropriation bills. 
“Benefit increase” means a change to any pension or other law that results in a member of a pension or retirement system receiving a new benefit or an enhancement, including any changes that (i) increase the amount of 
a member’s pension, or (ii) reduce or eliminate the eligibility requirements or other terms or conditions a member must meet to receive a pension. It also means a change to any pension or other law that expands the class 
of persons who may become members of any pension or retirement system. An increase in salary or wage level, by itself, does not constitute a “benefit increase,” unless the increase exceeds limitations provided by law. 

The proposed amendment would also require a two-thirds vote for lawmakers to override a governor’s veto or accept a governor’s proposed changes in a rewrite of pension increase legislation. Currently, it takes a three-fifths 
vote to override a veto and only a simple majority to accept a governor’s changes. 

The proposed amendment requires approval of three-fifths of the members of the governing body of a unit of local government or school district for any ordinance, resolution, rule, or other action that provides an 
enhancement or emolument increase to an employee or officer that has the effect of increasing the pension of that employee or officer. “Emolument increase” means the creation of a new, or enhancement of an existing, 
advantage, profit, or gain that an official or employee receives by virtue of holding office or employment, which includes compensated time off, bonuses, incentives, or other forms of compensation. An increase in salary or 
wage level, by itself, does not constitute an “emolument increase,” unless the increase exceeds limitations provided by law. 

The proposed amendment requires approval of three-fifths of the members of the governing body of a pension or retirement system for any action that results in a “beneficial determination.” A “beneficial determination” is 
an interpretation or application of law that reverses or supersedes a previous decision if that interpretation or application (i) results in an increase in the overall amount of pension benefits received by a member or (ii) results 
in a person becoming eligible to receive a pension. “Beneficial determination” does not include a final decision mandated by the courts. 

Voters that believe the Illinois Constitution should be amended to require a three-fifths majority vote to approve any pension or retirement benefit increase for public employees and officials should vote “YES” on the 
question. Three-fifths of those voting on the question, or a majority of those voting in the election, must vote “YES” in order for the amendment to become effective. Voters that believe the Illinois Constitution should not 
be amended to require a three-fifths majority vote to approve any pension or retirement benefit increase for public employees and officials should vote “NO” on the question. 

FORM OF BALLOT 

Proposed Amendment to the 1970 Illinois Constitution 

Explanation of Amendment 

Upon approval by the voters, the proposed amendment, which takes effect on January 9, 2013, adds a new section to the General Provisions Article of the Illinois Constitution. The new section would require a three-fifths 
majority vote of each chamber of the General Assembly, or the governing body of a unit of local government, school district, or pension or retirement system, in order to increase a benefit under any public pension or 
retirement system. At the general election to be held on November 6, 2012, you will be called upon to decide whether the proposed amendment should become part of the Illinois Constitution. 


If you believe the Illinois Constitution should be amended to require a three-fifths majority vote in order to increase a benefit under any public pension or retirement system, you should vote “YES” on the question. If you 
believe the Illinois Constitution should not be amended to require a three-fifths majority vote in order to increase a benefit under any public pension or retirement system, you should vote “NO” on the question. Three-fifths 
of those voting on the question or a majority of those voting in the election must vote “YES” in order for the amendment to become effective on January 9, 2013.

12 tips to master 
smartphone pics

Wondering how to get the most of your 
smartphone camera? Is there more to mobile 
photography than filters to make your pic- 
tures look better than they really are? 

Multimedia journalist and iPhone street 
photographer Richard Koci Hernandez re- 
cently talked about how to become a better 
smartphone photographer. “People do not 
understand the unbelievable opportunity that 
mobile photography is giving photographers,” 
Hernandez said. “It’s a golden age.” 

Hernandez offered these tips: 


» Never use the mobile 
zoom. “It’s terrible and 
the first step to an 
unsuccessful image. If 
you want to get close, 
zoom with your feet! 
Get close and your 
images improve,” he 
said. 


»Jjock yo ur exposure 
jnd focuil Your photos 
will improve 100 percent, 

Hernandez said. With the default 
camera app, you can tap and hold 
on the screen to set where you want your 
exposure and focus. 


your power of observation. Learn to look and 
see deeply.” 


» Filters don’t replace a good eye. “You still 
need the basics. Look for the moment and light 
and subject.” 


» Shoot from the hip for better candids. “Hold 
the phone about waist-level and tap away. Your 
friends will not know what you’re doing. Be 
sneaky about it. The moment they know you’re 
shooting, the images become less candid.” 


» Give yourself assignments and dead- 
lines. Take 20 images of one thing 
from different angles. You’ll 
begin to see the world differ- 
ently, even if it’s just walking 
around the bowl of fruit 
on your kitchen table and 
observing how the light 
falls on it from different 
angles. 

» You have to know what 
you want to see before 
you can see it. “Make a list of 
things you want to photograph 
today and find them!” 


» Study other photographers. “I spend an un- 
healthy amount of time looking at images. It’s 
the only way to get better.” 


» Silence your inner critic. “See if you can go 
one day of shooting every time your inner 
voice says, Td like to take a picture.’ ” 

» Edit, edit edit. Restrain yourself from sharing 
everything. Post only the best, and your 
audience will grow. 


» Always be ready. “You want to make sure 
that when your mind and heart says ‘shoot,’ 
you have no excuses. It’s one of the main rea- 
sons I love mobile photography-my camera is 
always with me.” 



» Technical proficiency is overrated. “Exercise 


» It’s all about the light. “Photographing in 
the right light-early morning or late eve- 
ning-has the potential to make the most
